Cutworm in 


The moths of this particular species 
are very seldom seen by the casual 
observer as they fly only at night or 
late in the afternoon and seldom get 
into houses, The thousands of small. 
grayish moths that are seen on every 
side at present are not the. moths of 
this species, but are the moths of 
the “Beet Web-worm.” The moths of 
the Pale Western Cutworm fly only 
during August and early September 
and during that timeare busy laying 
eggs for the next crop of worms 

The eggs are very small and al- 
most impossible to find, as they are 
laid in soft soiland greatly resemble 
the particles of soil. ~~ In order to find 
the eggs one must see them laid by 
the moth and be sure that only a very 
small amount of dirt is collected at 
the time or the eggs will be lost. 
When the vight conditions of moisture 
and temperature are reached the eggs 
will hatch, but as both of these con- 
ditions are before 
spring the eggs usually lie over the 
winter and hatch in the rpring

When the eggs hatch the cut- 
worms are very small and hard to 
find, They feed above ground and 
eat tiny holes in the leaves of the 
grain and weeds so that the damage 
is seldom noticed, As they grow 
larger the cutworms prefer to stay 
under the surface of the soil and feed 
on the plants without coming up.

Cultivation to Avoid 
Cutworm Damage 


A study of a very large series of 


fields has given certain information 


that has been explained by the study 
of the cutworms and lead to certain 
recommendations that can be adopt- 
ed to prevent cutworm damage the 
following year. These recommenda, 
tions have been adopted in many 
cases with almost complete success. 

In making a study of fields there 
were two kinds of cultivation that 
seemed to result in less damage than 
any others, One of these was sum- 
merfallow and the other 
plowing.

There was a small percent- 
age of infestation in both cases but 
further study revealed the reasons 
for this, All other methods of culti- 
vation have so far resulted in nega- 
tive results unless they fall in with 
the general recommendation discover- 
ed by this study : 


Stay off the Land from 
Ist. August to Middle 
of September 

The general recommendation is stay 
off the land from the First of August 
until the middle of September — This 
means that nothing should be allowed 
to disturb the surface of the soil dur- 
ing the critical period of six weeks 
while the moths are flying-wand “lay- 
ing eggs.

If all the necessary cultivation is 
done before the first of August so that 
any shower may cause a light crust 
ing of the surface of the soil, the 
moths will go elsewhere to lay their 
eggs and if there is no soft soil in the 
country they will probably go back 
to the native sod.

There area great many instances 
where these recommendations have 
not been followed and there have been 
no cutworms in the particular field, 
though other fields in the immediate 
vicinity have been destroyed. 1n all 
such cases examined, it has been 
found that there was a light shower 
a day or so after the field had been 
jeft which served to form the neces- 
sary crust and prevent any egg lay- 
ing. On the other hand it has been 
noticed that correctly handled fields 
were badly infested but only when 
there was some soil drifting, Russian 
thistle blowing or no shower follow- 
ing*the last cultivation

The fire loss In Canada during 1921 amounted to more than $45,000,000 
and exceeded that of any previous year in the history of the country. Re- 
turns for the present year indicate that conditions are going from bad to 
worse, During the first four months of 1922, losses have amounted to $79,- 
206,000, or almost $5,000,000 per month. 

The above figures are taken from a new publication called “Fire Con- 
trol,” published by the Department of Insurance at Ottawa, which has been 
forced to take notice of the rapidly increasing fire waste in Canada and has 
become impressed with the necessity of calling public attention most forcibly 
to it If the enormous fire loss in Canada each and every year is to be low- 
ered It is imperative that the general public be aroused to a greater sense of 
individual responsibility for existing conditions. 

It is estimated that directly and indirectly, 
loss of life and injuries resulting from fires, 
totalled the enormous sum of $98,435,470. 


without taking into account 
Canada’s fire burden in 1921 
This great sum of almost one 
hundred million dollars is paid directly by property owners, but subseqttently, 
through the channels of business, every individual in Canada bears his or her 
share of the burden. So distributed it amounts to $11.25 per capita of the 
population and constitutes a tax of more than $50.00 per annum upon the 
average family. Other taxes produce something in the way of service, but 
this fire tax of one dollar per week per family yields no return. 

There is a popular notion that the loss sustained in fires is, 
majority of cases, fully covered by insurance. Newspaper accounts of fire 
invariably concluded with the words: fully covered by insurance.” 
We take it for granted that this means there is complete compensation for all 
waste and destruction caused by the fire. There is no greater fallacy. The 
losses resulting from a fire extend in so many directions that they can never 
be fully covered by insurance. 

Insurance, at the most, can be collected only for the goods and property 
actually destroyed. There is no insurance covering the cost of cleaning 
up the debris preparatory to re-building; none for time lost in productive 
work while re-building or seeking a new location; none for profits lost on 
work that might have been done but which, owing to the fire, went to a com- 
petitor; none for the costly disorganization of business which results; none 
for loss employment suffered by none for the public who 
through decreased production may be called upon to pay higher prices. Yet 
these losses have to. be paid for. Who pays if the insurance companies do 
not? Why, the public of course. And even if such losses were covered by 
insurance, the public would still pay through still heavier premiums. The 
only way for the public to escape these charges is to reduce the fire waste. 

In the Western Provinces of Canada where the bulk of the population live 
in rural parts, and where therefore it is difficult, and frequently impossible, to 
supply adequate fire-fighting equipment, it especially important that all 
possible precautions against fire be taken and the utmost care exercised at 
alltimes. Ifa fire starts on the farmstead, or in a small village or hamlet,

there are not, and cannot be, the efficient fire-fighting apparatus available in 
cities and the larger towns. 

However, with the now general installation of rural telephones connected 
with local town and village centres, it should be possible for adjacent rural 
districts to unite with the town or village in providing a light auto fire equip- 
ment, combining a chemical and pumping engine and hose carriage, which 
would provide protection not only for the small town or village but for a con- 
siderable section of the surrounding country as well, and the rural population 
thus be reasonable sure that a telephone call will find the nearby town or 
village fire department equipped and ready to serve them promptly. The 
small town or village cannot, of itself, stand the expense of providing such 
equipment, but through a union of forces with the adjacent rural sections 
such equipment could be provided without imposing too heavy a burden on 
anybody. 

Farm homes can easily be equipped with automatic chemical extinguish- 
ers at very low cost, a very simple apparatus which can be used by a woman, 
or a child if necessary. If a blaze is started it can, through such means, 
be quickly smothered before it gets headway where nothing can check it. 

However, there is no better way of avoiding loss by fire than to prevent 
fire. Once again, it may well be urged that an ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure. The adoption of all reasonable precautions against a fire 
being started is, after all, the cheapest and most effective of all measures 
to reduce the fire waste which today constitutes one of the heaviest taxes 
imposed upon the people of this Dominion,

Italian Explorer Will Establish 
Observatories 20,000 Feet Above 
Sea Level 


Students of meteorology will learn 
with eager anticipation the news of 
the projected expedition, by the well- 
known Italian explorer, Dr. Filippo de 
Filippi, to the great upland plateau of 
Central Asia, the so-called “roof of the 
world,” . 

Dr. Filippi intends to establish a 
series of meteorological observatories 
at a height of nearly 20,000 feet 
above sea level, and the expected re- 
cords should be of the utmost value 
to science. 

Until a few years ago hardly any 
knowledge of the atmospheric condi- 
tions which control the weather 
could be obtained except near the 
surface, and a few observatories on 
mountain peaks gave us all our data 
for the upper air. 

Now frequent observations are 
made by means of small, unmanned 
balloons, which occasionally reach a 
height of from 15 to 20 miles; but we 
have very few regular series of re- 
cords at heights of more than 10,000 
foet. 


A Floating Palace 


The Majestic Is the World's Largest 
Ocean Liner 

Allocated by the treaty of Versail- 
les to the British Government, and 
sold by it to the White Star Line, the 
former German steamship Bismarck 
has. been converted into the liner Ma- 
jestic, very suitably named, for it is 
the world’s largest ship, and in many 
ways the most luxuriously fitted ves- 
sel afloat, says Henry 8. White, in an 
illustrated article in the July Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. This ocean- 
borne palace is 956 ft. long, 100 ft. 
broad, its hull is 102 ft. deep and its 
tonnage is 56,000. It has nine decks 
with a total area of 7% acres, and its 
main deck is 75 ft. above water, It 
has accommodations for 4,100 passen- 
gers and a crew of 1,000, 

Besides the luxuriously furnished 
first-class accommodations, the ship 
has second and third-class quarters 
which correspond in character with 
the other parts of the ship, 
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An explosion in the engine-room of 
a freight ship caused terrible injuries 
to the second engineer, a young man 
named O’Neal. There was no doctor 
on board, so the captain sent out wire- 
less calls for assistance. 

Seven ships replied. In six cases 
doctors told the captain what treat- 
ment would be likely to give the best

On the} 
other hand, toward France there was, 
so American observers report, no 
hatred at the time of the armistice. 

Why has this reversal taken place?) 
Fundamentally, no doubt, because 
Great Britain and America soon lost 
interest in enforcing the reparation 
clauses, while France adhered firmly 
to the treaty. Partly,no doubt, be- 
cause Germany, in her humiliation, 
had to have a scapegoat.—New York

Lightning Harmless to Airplane 


Air Pilot Escapes Injury When He 
Meets Current at 100 Miles an 
Hour 


Captain BH. D. Herne, a cross-chan- 
nel air pilot, has had the extraordin- 
ary experience of striking the path of 
a flash of lightning while in flight at 
a speed of 100 miles an hour, 

Captain Herne recently made a 
record double trip between London 
and Paris in a single flying day. 

While passing along the airway to 
Paris he observed heavy thunder- 
clouds above the channel. He was 
skirting these when he suddenly saw 
two or three vivid flashes of light 
ning near the machine. The aero- 
plane seemed to shudder and hesi- 
tate, then, recovering itself 
continued smoothly in flight. 

Captain Hearne called up the near- 
est land station by wireless telephone 
and asked whether they thought the 
trailing wire of his apparatus might 
be connected with this phenomenon. 
They advised him to wind it in tem 
porarily, which he promptly did.
